REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the citizens of Brooklin: 


I submit herewith the financial report of the school department, the budget 
of the school committee, and my fourth annual report as superintendent of schools. 


School enrollment for the fall term was as follows: Sub-Primary, 11; 
Grade One, 4; Grade Two, 9; Grade Three, 7; Grade Four, 10; Grade Five, 13; 
Grade Six, 7; Grade Seven, 7; Grade Eight, 4; Grade Nine, 7; Grade Ten, 7; Grade 
Eleven, 6; Grade Twelve, 9; Post-Graduate, 1. Total enrollment, 102. Also two 
students are attending Blue Hill-George Stevens Academy on a tuition basis. 


Brooklin was able to retain its teaching staff this year with the exception 
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of Grace Redman, who left her teaching position because of illness. Mrs. Ber- 
nice Sidebotham has been employed to fill the vacancy. 


Mrs. David Baker, Deer Isle, is teaching music in both schools one-half 
day each week. Mrs. Baker received her training at Juilliard School of Music 
and Boston University. 


The school committee proceeded this year according to the plan accepted 
by the town in 1964 and converted a classroom into a laboratory, purchased ample 
physics, biology, and chemistry equipment, installed fluorescent lighting through- 
out both buildings; added modern bookkeeping and typing furniture, and utilized 
a variety of modern teaching aids. 


The town should, however, remember that the school district movement, 
affecting small high schools throughout the state, is gaining momentum. Because 
of this, Brooklin should seriously study district possibilities with neighboring 
communities. Information derived from these studies will serve as guidelines 
for important community decisions which will certainly be forthcoming. 


An effort was made this year to change the sub-primary schedule to half- 
day sessions rather than full-day sessions. However, the Committee did not feel 
justified in recommending the amount of funds necessary to provide the additional 
transportation at town expense. 

Once again, I express my appreciation to Mrs. Blackmore, school union 
secretary; school committee members; and municipal officers for their assist- 
ance and cooperation throughout the year.

FOUR TOWN NURSING SERVICE REPORT 


To the Selectmen: 
I submit the following report of the Four Town Nursing Service Inc. for 
the year January 1st thru December 31st 1964. 


The Four Town Nursing Service is a voluntary non-profit organization 
that for thirty-three years has promoted a program of Public Health Nursing 
in the schools and the homes, employing registered nurses to assist the 
physicians and state agencies. 


THE FOUR TOWN NURSING SERVICE STORY 


Mrs. Greta Randall joined the staff of The Four Town Nursing Service 
on April 18, 1963. At that time she "inherited" from the part time nurses, 
who were visiting only the needy patients, three families, 2 in Brooksville 
and one in Sedgwick, and assisting with the school health system. 


During the year 1964 the service has increased immeasurably. There 
were, in the Four Towns, 57 new patients admitted for nursing care, 1015 
home visits made by the nurse, and 6 preschool clinics and 5 polio clinics 
were held. 


This increase is due in great part ot Mrs. Randall's interest in the 
patients and enthusiasm for her work, and to the confidence the patients and 
the physicians have in her. Because of the number of sick and elderly pa- 
tients that needed home visits, the preschool and school clinics had to be 
curtailed. In order to continue the school program the board of directors felt 
it necessary to add an associate nurse to the Service to assist in the school 
health program. Therefore in Sept. of 1964, The Four Town Nursing Service 
employed Mrs. Alma Gray as associate nurse to assist Mrs. Randall with the 
school health program on a part time basis. 


In the Four Towns, from September 1st 1964 thru December 31st 1964, 
there have been 16 school clinics. 220 children have been given physical 
examinations, 92 children immunized, 106 audiometer tests have been 
administered and 24 home visits made to children who needed health cor- 
rections. 
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The school health program plans to do physical examinations on the 
children in sub-primary, first, fourth, seventh grades, the sophomore class, 
the athletes and cheerleaders. This examination consists of a physical, eye 
test, weights, measurements, urinalysis and audiometer tests. Any recom- 
mendations by the school physician and/or nurse will mean home visits by 
the nurse. Since Mrs. Gray joined the service, it is easy to see that more 
clinics and visits have been made to school children, thus strengthening the 
health program and giving Mrs. Randall more time for home visits. 


This year the Nursing Scholarship of $125.00 was awarded to Eloise Poole, 
Brooksville, Maine who is a student nurse at the Eastern Maine General 
Hospital. 


I would like to thank the three physicians, Dr. Robert Russell, Dr. 
Bradley Brownlow and Dr. Russell Lane for their support and time in the 
schools and clinics and the town chairmen who have helped in so many ways 
to make the service what it is today. My special thanks to our two nurses 
Mrs. Greta Randall and Mrs. Alma Gray for their devotion and interest who 
in all kinds of weather and under considerable pressure of increased service 
gave nursing service with understanding and a smile.
